Report of a public meeting sponsored by 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, at the Hotel 
New Yorker on March 28, 1958. 

On March 28, 1958 , a group from the Bronx 
Civil Liberties Committee along with at least 200 
hundred other people attended a public meeting spon- 
sored by the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee at 
the Hotel New Yorker. The featured speakers were: • 

Dr. Edward Condon* Victor Rabinowitz and Dr. String- 
fellow Barrs the snjRfffeg of ceremonies was I.F. Stone. 
Representatives from the Bronx Civil Liberties Committee 
were: Rs.lla Altshuler, Joseph Polichetti, Charley 

L.NcH.j Lou L.N.U. (sounds like Swa so), Hilda L.N.U. 
(very heavy set woman) Sol L.N.U. (cab-driver) his 
wife Sadie L.N.U. * Ziggie Klein ! s Mother and her 
sister. There were two other persons at the table; 
both women. 

I.P. Stone opened the evening J s festivities 
stating that he was at a gathering whereby he was 
opposed to everything. Namely, when he was a student 
he was anti-teachers; he was also anti-science; and 
now he was anti- security. These remarks drew a 
jocular response from the audience, inasmuch as 
the title of the meeting was "Teachers, Scientists 
and Security," 

Dr. Condon was the first formal speaker 
of the evening. He informed the audience that many 
scientists were afraid to work for .the government 
because of the governments attitude towards 
scientists particularly in the field of security. 

He recalled to the audience his own case history 
wherein he felt that he was a victim of men who 
used investigating committees for their own personal 
political advantage. He cited as a fact the case 
of J. Robert Oppenheimer wherein the government. 



according to Dr. Condon* had all the facts prior to 
investigating Oppenheimer but did nothing about' 
it until it was to somebody J s political advantage 
to do so. 



In Dr. Condon’s own instance* he felt 
that he had been investigated on even-numbered 
years. This remark brought laughter from the 
audience . 



Dr. Condon felt that as a result of the 
government's security program* scientists were 
shying away from government service* and* at the 
same time* seme scientists were even exiled. Dr. 

Condon said he knew of one case inhere a scientist 
was exiled to India. He did not mention the 
scientists name. 

In essence* Dr. Condon_re marks indicated 
that the purpose of Congressional investigating 
committees was to serve as a political advantage of 
some member or members of the committees and as a result 
America was suffering a terrible loss in scientific 
prestige and know-how. 

Dr. Condo-i ' s Talk was very well received. 

The next speaker was Victor Rabinowitz 
who was advertised by l.p. Stone as the attorney 
for the "Teachers Union*" and one who is leading 
the fight for the "300" teachers in the New York City 
system who were and are being persecuted by the Board 
of Education. 

Victor Rabinowitz told of the sad plight of 
the teachers in the New York City System because 
of the persecutions by the Board of Education. He 
cited the case of Professor Warren Austin of City 
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College. He said that the Board of Education admitted 
that the evidence against Professor Austin individually- 
considered had no weight but taken together it was 
enough to find Professor Austin guilty , Some of the 
evidence that Victor Rabinowitz brought to the atten- 
tion of the audience., and considered collectively 
by the Board of Education in finding Professor Austin 
guilty, was the fact that Professor Austin admitted 
to his friendship xvith Professor Morris U, Schappes; 
the fact that Professor Austin admitted that he had 
read Marx. There were only two of the instances cited 
by Victor Rabinowitz. 

Victor Rabinowitz told the audience that 
this type of thing was very injurious to the teach- 
ing profession not only in New York City but nation- 
wide, Also, he felt that as a result of these in- 
quisitions many were leaving the. teaching profession 
but more important was the uncounted numbers who 
would nob enter the profession because of this in- 
quistorial climate, wherein teachers are called upon 
to be informers against their colleagues 0 This 
remark had a very sympathetic effect from the 
audiences sympathetic to the cause of Victor 
Rabinowitz and his clients. 

The third and last, formal speaker was 
Dr. Stringfellow Barr. In essence. Dr. Barr told 
the audience that we, America, should be ashamed of 
what has happened and is happening in this country. 

He was referring to congressional investigations. 

He told the audience of a story told him by his very 
good friend Max Werner: who is now dead. 

Max Werner told Dr. Barr, according to 
Dr. Barr, that America is living in an "Age of 
great folly," and that America is experiencing a . 
mild military government. Max Werner was referring 
to congressional investigations into security matters. 
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According to Dr. Barr, Max Werner said that he had seen 
this type of thing (mild military government) three 
times previously. One was in the early days of the 
Bolshevik Revolution, second was in Germany in the 
early days of the Nazis. 

Dr* Barr went on to say that he felt that 
Max Werner would possibly agree with him in that 
living in America today could be some type of a 
mild military government. At least. Dr. Barr 
felt >that this was so and it was exemplified by 
or through congressional investigations in security 
matters * 



Dr, Bari’ referred to Senator Me Carthy as 
a creation of staff memos who knew little or nothing 
about the area in which he was investigating. Dr. 
Barr felt that there was a strong possibility of 
new and more fearful congressional investigations 
into security matters. 

After Dr. Barr’s talk, the master of 
ceremonies, I 0 F, Stone brought to the attention 
of the audience some recent hearings before a 
Senate Committee concerning amendments to the 
Atomic Energy Act. The amendments, according 
to I.F. Stone, called for the United States to 
allow countries such. as Nationalist China and 
South Korea access to nuclear weapon^ or 
materials. In I.F. Stone’s opinion this type of 
thing is abominable. He asked the audience to 
write Senate Pastore, R.I., chairman of the 
committee to request reopening of public hearings 
on bill S 3165 or S 3615* whichever, is correct. 

I.P. Stone felt that this kind of request could 
alert opponents of this bill and permit them to 
organize efforts which would result in defeat of 
thp bill* When someone from the audience called for 



a unanimous resolution from the group, Clark Forman 
interrupted for the dias and stated that the purpose 
of the meeting and the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee was not to propose unanimous resolutions 
to send to legislators. He stated that the number 
one project of the E.C.L.C. was the abolishment of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Then, someone from the audience suggested I.F. 

Stone prepare a resolution immediately so that 
the resolution could be signed as people were 
leaving. 



During the question period, Corliss Lamont 
was asked to say a few words about his passport 
status. Corliss Lamont J s remarks were very favorably 
received by the audience. In essence, his remarks 
did nothing but ridicule the position of the 
government in his case. 

Bella Altshuler asked Charley L.N.U, 
to submit a question on the recent bill passed 
concerning the barring of Communists from Public 
Housing. The following question was submitted 
with Bella Altshuler °s approval; Shouldn l t 
there be a campaign to call upon Governor Har- 
riman to veto a recent bill barring Communists 
from Public Housing? 

I.F. Stone read this question and com- 
mented that this was a very good question and he 
personally felt that something should be done on 
this subject immediately. 

While the question period continued, 

Bella Altshuler reminded the members of the Bronx 
Civil Liberties Committee of Wednesdays meeting 
4/2/58. ■ Charley L.N.U. stated that he had to go 
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out of town and felt that he would be unable to 
attend. Sol L.N.U. (cab-driver) said that he 
wouldn't be able to attend. Bella Altshuler asked 
him if he were working that night. (4/2/58) Sol 
L.N.U. (cab-driver) said that his business for 
Wednesday evening was more important than working. 

Bella Altshuler was disappointed that Charley 
L^N.U. would be unable to attend. She told him 
that she wanted him to write a letter to Governor 
Harriman concerning the Bronx Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee's position on the bill barring Communists 
from Public Housing. .She said that she wanted 
Governor Harriman to know that the Bronx Civil 
Liberties Committee wanted him to veto the bill. 

Charley L.N.U. promised to prepare a letter and 
mail it to her as soon as possible. 

While they were sitting at the table enjoying 
coffeey,^a note was passed from the next from the next 
table* The note was meant for Bella Altshuler! A^ter 
reading it, Bella Altshuler told Charley &.N.U. that 
the recent Mason bill (Ad. 4l84) in the New York 
State Assembly was defeated. She told him that 
he was to be congratulated for the wonderful letters 
that he' had prepared for the Bronx Civil Liberites 
Committee in this connection. The note, by the 
way, either came from Leonard Boudin, lawyer for 
Corliss .Lamont in his passport, ease, or Jack Pickering 
of the E.C.L.C. 

Bella Altshuler also told Charley L^N.U. 
that it was too bad that he wasn’t with the rep- 
resentatives of the Bronx Civil Liberties Committee 
last Monday night 3/24/58 when they went to visit 
Congressman Healey. Bella Altshuler told Charley 
LoN.U. that Congressman Healey told them that he is 
for the abolishing of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities Committee. 

_ Bella Altshuler told Charley L.N.U. that in 
her opinion that Congressman Healey's position 
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on the House Un-American Activities Committee's 
status is indicative of a great majority of Congressman, 

"While this conversation was taking place, the 
woman F.N„U. and L.IiU, seated between Bella Altshuler 
and Charley L.N.U. that there was a vicious group 
opposed to the maitenance of civil liberties for 
everybody and that” this group' utilizes the lowest 
of methods to find out information including they 
use of "stoolies" . She identified this group as 
the F.B.I. She, also, went on to tell Charley 
L.N.U. that she was interested in the field of 
Civil liberties for years, Charley L.N.U, told 
her that he was only anember of the Bronx Civil 
Liberties Committee for a short while but he 
was delighted and found this experience rewarding 
and hoped that he would have the opportunity of 
working with her in the future. She shortly left 
and Bella Altshuler and Charley L.N.U. continued 
their discussion cn a proposed letter to Governor 
Harrlman. 

Clark Foreman or Forman had called for con- 
tributions in order that the E.C.L.C, may continue 
then work in the field of civil liberties. If 
all the remarks made by Clark Foreman the subsequent 
contributions were true, E.C.L.C. raised a con- 
siderable sum of money. Also, there was one other 
woman present at the Bronx Civil Liberties Committee's 
tables she had a nervlous twitch in her right eye. 

She did not appear to be a friend of any one at the 
table, although it was understood that she was going 
to attend the next meeting of the Bronx Civil Liberties 
Committee . 

The woman who appeared to be the receptionist 
for the evening and "who came over to the table to 
get Joseph Poliohetti to help her with something, 
was the same woman who was seated at the table with 
Russ Nixon and Sam Nessen the night Russ Nixon spoke 
at the Allerton Community Center, Her first name 
sounded like Edith L.N.U. and when someone asked her 
who she was, she replied that she was Edith Stone.

A source advised on January 7, 1958, that the DSFC, 
also known as the "Three Way Forum", grew out of an organizat- 
ion initially created in 1956 known as the "Four; Way Forum". 

The Four Way Forum in 1956, was co-sponsored by th® ISL and the 
Socialist Party and their youth groups, - 

Source stated that in late 1957, the youth groups 
of the ISL 1 and the Socialist Party, though still participating, 
were dropped officially as sponsors of this Forum and the Jewish 
Labor. ’.Bund, a Socialist organization, was added. The name as 
utilized by the Socialist Party and the ISL member's was ' the 
"Three Way Forum", and the public name given to the Forum was 
the Democratic Socialist Forum of Chicago. !

The meeting opened with a report of the meeting sponsored 
by B.C.L.C. a v the Hunts Point Palace on June 16, 1958 on 
the Jenner-Butler Bill. Bella Altshuler told the members 
present that the affair was a success both financially and 
politically. Charles Fitzpatrick remarked that he also felt 
that the affair was a great success because the B.C.L.C. 
brought to the people of the Bronx the present dangers 
upon civil liberties and civil • liberties and civil rights 
incorporated in the Jenner-Butler Bill. Also, that the 
B.C.L.C, members should indulge in a little self-pr&ise 
for a job well done. Bella Altshuler pointed out to the 
B.C.L.C. members that Charles .Fitzpatrick was solely 
responsible for all the literature which included the 
letters to the Congressmen, Senators and the wording on 
the tickets and the leaflets. She said that he deserved 
a great deal of credit and that "we" can now give him the 
credit privately. The B.C.L.C. members cannot give him 
credit publicly because of his position. Rebecca Gurewitz 
stated that in her opinion Charles Fitzpatrick has done 
an outstanding job and deserves a round of applause. 
Thereupon Charles Fitzpatrick was thanked by the B.C.L.C. 
members. Bella Altshuler then told the membership that 
if they thought that Charles Fitzpatrick had done an 
outstanding job on the Jenner-Butler Bill meeting wait 
until they hear the letters that Charley Fitzpatrick has 
written to Ed Sullivan of C.B.S, (Columbia Broadcasting 
System, Channel #2) and to the members of Congress, in 
particular to own own Congressmen and members of the House

Xt was at this point that Frank Wilkinson arrived. 

Bella Altshuler asked Joe Pol.ichette to have Charley 
Fitzpatrick read the letters he had prepared before Frank 
Wilkinson began his talk. 

Charley Fitzpatrick read the letter that be had prepared. 

He indicated that he liked the letter to Mr. Sullivan 
better than the one to the Congressmen. When Charley 
Fitzpatrick had finished reading the letters,. Rebecca 
Gurewitz called for unanimous approval of both letters, 
and she indicated that both letters were excellent. Helen 
Felman thought that the letter to Ed Sullivan was too 
demanding, but Bella Altshuler and Rebecca Gurewitz 
disagreed with her. xt was unanimously agreed to send 
off both letters. Frank Wilkinson stated 'that the letters 
were very well written and that this was the type of thing 
that mus 1 * be dene. Bella Altshuler suggested that he take 
them down to the E.C.L.C. ' s office and have them typed and 
run off . Frank Wilkinson agreed to do this . 

Frank Wilkinson began his remarks by telling the members 
of the B.C.L.C. that these d$ys are very difficult ones 
for the people involved in the struggle for civil liberties 
and civil rights. He stated that there are people 
supposedly on "our team" who are confusing "our ranks." He 
showed this by pointing out that he had only recently talked 
with Senator Jacob K. Javits of New York about the 
Jenner-Butler Bill, S. 2646. Frank Wilkinson stated that 
Senator Javits is opposed to most of the bill but that he 
^Javits) is in favor of that section of the bill which 
would, if passed, upset the 'Steve Nelson decision. Senator 
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Javits told Prank Wilkinson that he is an old attorney- 
general and that he believed in state jurisdiction in some 
matter. Prank Wilkinson said that from his discussions with 
various Senator and Congressmen in Washington, the 
Jenner-Butler Bill> S. 2646 stands a good chance of passing. 
This is due mainly on the grounds that there is other bills 
pending in the Congress which dea] with the recent Supreme 
Court decisions in a stronger fashion than the Jenner-Butler 
Bill, S. 2646. Therefore, the White House and others will 
give their support to the Jenner-Butler Bill, S. 2646, in 
order to prevent stronger measures from becoming law. Prank 
Wilkinson informed the members of the B.C.L.C. that Congressman 
Smith has a bill before the House of Representatives that 
could hurt "us" and so has Senator Eastland. Referring 
again to Senator Javits 1 position. Prank Wilkinson remarked 
that Senator Javits has even allied himself with that 
reactionary Senator Styles Bridges of New Hampshire. The 
reaction from the membership of the B.C.L.C. indicated that 
they were strongly opposed to people like Senator Styles 
Bridges. 



Prank Wilkinson went on to tell the B.C.L.C. members that 
he had received an Air Mall Special Delivery from his 
friends Carl and Ann Braden of Louisville, Kentucky this 
evening before coming to the B.C.L.C. meeting. Prank 
Wilkinson reminded the members of the B.C.L.C. that Carl 
and Ann Braden were convicted and sentenced to 25 years in 
prison but that the Steve Nelson decision voided that 
conviction. However, Carl and Ann Braden notified Prank 
Wilkinson that if some of the proposed legislation before 
Congress ever becomes law, they stand a good change of 
standing prosecution again. 

Prank Wilkinson pointed out that there are some measures 
before the Congress that would give the "States" supreme 
authority over the Federal Government, in all matters. 
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Relative to the favorable passports decisions of the Supreme 
Court, Prank Wilkinson stated that there is legislation 
before the Congress which would upset that decision. Frank 
Wilkinson said that he had been told that there is a strong 
possibility of a law to be passed by July 15, 1958 , which 
would upset the Supreme Court's decision. He told the 
B.C-.L.C. that "Izzy" Stone, I. P, Stone disagreed with his 
own weekly. The story goes this way: I. p, Stone's weekly 

applauded the victory in the passport cases and was confident 
that this trend would continue unabated. However, the day 
after the weekly was published, I. p. Stone had to reverse 
his position because certain Congressman, namely, Francis 
E. Walter and Senator Eastland, had introduced bills in the 
Congress which would void tie passport decisions. It seems 
that these bills were passing through Congress with such 
rapidity that their success was insured. Therefore, I.P. 

Stone found himself disagreeing with his own publication. 

Prank Wilkinson also pointed out that members of the 
executive body of ten E.C.L.C. were meeting regularly in 
order to ascertain what could be done to offset any chance 
of successful passage of these any similar bills in the 
Congress. Prank Wilkinson remainded the B.C.L.C. members that 
the next five or six weeks are very crucial weeks. He said 
that "we" should not forget that the - Congress passed the 
Communist Control Act while "we" were away on vacation. He 
said there is no vacation in these matters. He said the 
Congress was concerned with a supposedly enemy within the 
country when they passed the Communist Control Act. 

Prank Wilkinson final statements concerned themselves with 
the Mallory Case. It appeared that an illiterate Negro 
youngster (boy) was held a long time without a formal charge 
or an arraignment being filed and this Negro boy subsequently 
admitted that he had committed rape. The boy was found 
guilty and sentenced to death* However, the Supreme Court 
overruled the decision on the grounds that the boy was held 
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too long before any formal charge was made. It now appears 
that there is a bill in Congress that would empower law 
enforcement officers to hold any one as long as is necessary 
before filing any formal charge. Prank Wilkinson told the 
B.C.L.C. that they should; protest this type of thing. He 
ended by stating that he is very pessimistic about things. 

He also told the B.C.L.C. that outside of a similar 
unit in Los Angeles and 'one or two individual on the 
executive board of the E.C.L.C., that they do as much or 
if not more in this struggle to maintain civil rights and 
civil liberties. He stated that he is going back to 
Los Angeles and that if any member of the B.C.L.C. is ever 
out that way to look him up. They can get his address from 
Bella Altshuler or Joseph Polichetti. 

In his remarks about the recent hearings in New York "City, 
Prank Wilkinson told the B.C.L.C. that the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities is taking down to Washington about 
15 people from New Jersey and that next month the Committee 
will hold hearings in Pennsylvania. 

When Prank Wilkinson was finished, Bella Altshuler suggested 
that the E.C.L.C. make up post cards for the B.C.L.C. 
wherein these cards would protest the bills pending before 
Congress which would have the effect of upsetting the 
recent Supreme Court's decision in the passport cases. She 
also advised the B.C.L.C, members that they are going to 
visit their Congressmen and, if necessary, the B.C.L.C. will 
send a delegation to Washington, D.C. in order to visit the 
Senators and Congressmen and let the B.C.L.C.'s fellings be 
known to them. 

Prank Wilkinson thought that this was an excellent approach 
to the problems. He said that it would require all of 
the next two weeks to get thq post cards out and the 
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visitation of the Congressman. If the B.C.L.C. has done 
that much in the next two weeks , then that is enough for 
now.

Before Mr. Stone began his lecture a student (NU)

Mr.. Stone stated in his delivery that we should 
not be confused by the action taken by the United States in 
promising to stop atomic testing in October, The United 
States is continuing, stated Stone, to test different atomic 
weapons right up to October, Even if atomic testing is 
stopped for one year this is no indication that it will be 
stopped permanently. Mr. Stone stressed the point that more 
and more money is going to the testing and development of 
these weapons while the people of the United States are not 
heard in their pleas for permanent banning of atom testing. 

Mr. Stone, toward the end of the meeting, made the 
statement that not only are the people of the United States 
not heard but also the people of Communist China who do not 
want war and the people of Russia who look for and desire 
peace but are not heard. 

Mr. Stone stressed the necessity of an organization 
such as this, especially since it is made up of many young 
people, in order to help safeguard the peace of the world. 
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Reverend Muste also made a small speech encouraging 
the organization pf the Student Council and prophesized 
great accomplishments for the organization.

On Monday evening, April 20, 1959 a public meeting 
was held at the Congressional Room, Willard Hotel, Washington, 

D. C., under the auspices of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee. This meeting was announced as a meeting regarding 
Passports and Freedom, and the speakers were listed as Vern 
Countryman, Leonard B. Boudin and David Rein. 

David Rein, who was the first speaker, said “that 
Mr. Vern Countryman, an announced speaker, could not attend. 

He announced that he would bring the audience up to date - 
up to the point where the meeting will commence. He said 
that the House Unamerican Activities will conduct hearings on 
proposed passport legislation on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday 
of this weeko He pointed out that the Supreme Court in the 
Kent and Briehl cases acknowledged the Constitutional right 
to travel, '^he Court, according to Mr. Rein, said that the 
State Department had no authority to establish political tests 
for the granting of passports. He said that, after the Kent 
and Briehl decisions, the House and Senate both conducted hear- 
ings on emergency bills which were introduced to counteract 
those decisions. These hearings took place in July of 1958, 
and Rod O’Connor’ and Undersecretary of State - Murphy both 
testified before Congress in favor of the emergency bills. He 
pointed out that the State Department could not discuss the 
issue on the merits as they had no answers to the sensible 
questions propounded by responsible committee members - par- 
ticularly those on the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

He said that we should consider what has happened since the 
Kent and Briehl decisions, so that we can consider the result 
of those decisions. He said that Paul Robeson has been a 
smash hit in Stratfosd - on - Avon and at other places in- 
cluding Russia, and that Paul Robeson has been a good Ambassador. 
He said that Paul Robeson playing in Othello certainly is not 
endangering the security of the United States. He also men- 
tioned the case of Anna Louise Strong, whom he said was ex- 
pelled from the Soviet Union at one time. He said that Anna 
Louise Strong went to China despite the fact that she was not 
supposed to go there, and that she has been writing articles 
on China, particularly in the National Guardian. He said 
that Anna Louise Strong has done nothing to endanger the 
security of the U.S., but that the State Department does not 
want journalists to send back reports from outside the 
country which are contrary to the official view. He mentioned 
that those who are critical of the official views of the 
State Department are punished by restrictions such as with- 
holding a passport o He said the State Department is now

"calling the House Unaraerican Activities Committee to its 
rescue* He frequently called the latter committee - ’The 
TJnamerican Committee’* He told the audience what to expect 
when the ’TJnamerican’ Commit tee commenced its hearings this 
week. He said the Committee’s technique was designed to pass 
any resolution, but not on the merits* He said the Committee 
would yell ’Communist menace’ , and thus intimidate Congress, 

Mr* Rein said that the ’TJnamerican Committee’ did not feel 
it necessary to discuss the issue on the merits. He also 
acknowledged the presence of Abe Bloom at the meeting, but 
I don’t believe he said anything more about Mr* Bloom, 

"Clark Foreman pointed out that since the Kent 
and Briehl decisions that we as a nation are stronger in- 
ternally, and that we have a ’better face throughout the 
world*’ He discussed his own- law case, and mentioned that 
he received a phone call from the State Department saying that 
they wished to ’look’ at his passport. He said that he be- 
came suspicious and phoned his attorney* The latter apparently 
was not concerned and he told Mr* Foreman to show it to them, 

A United States Marshall called upon Mr. Foreman allegedly to 
look at the passport. This Marshall was very tall (7 ft.)._ 

The Marshall, after looking at the passport, placed it in his 
pocket, Mr. Foreman asked for it back and questioned the 
marshall’s right to take the passport, Mr. Foreman headed for 
his telephone to call the police department, apparently with 
the approval or at least the acquiescence of the Marshall, 
but Mr, Foreman changed his mind and called his attorney in- 
stead, After much ‘bickering’, Mr. Foreman got a statement 
from the U. S. Marshall to the effect that the passport was 
given up by Mr. Foreman ’reluctantly.’ Mr. Foreman then 
attended a ’session’ at the State Department where he answered 
every question put to him. He said that he signed a statement 
and admitted that he is and was not a member .of the Communist 
Party. The State Department interrogator pointed out that Mr. 
Foreman was active in the Southern Conference For Human Welfare 
and that was ’bad.’ He said that he was active in that organiza- 
tion and viewed his service therein with pride, as it had a 
great deal to do with the ’integration’ decision of the Supreme 
Court in 1954* He next went before the board of passport 
appeal (State Department) and asked what the charges were 
against him. He said that the board admitted it had no charges 
against him, but they were giving him an opportunity to 
’explain’ himself. Mr, Thurston Morton (U»S. Senator and 
Chairman of the Republican National Committee) was on this 
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"board or at least in attendance at the board meetingo Mr* 
Foreman then took the matter to District Court* His ‘attorney, 
Leonard B. Boudin, represented him before Judge Mathews* Judge 
Mathews found in his favor, and said that Foreman was entitled 
to a ’fair hearing’ and the presentation of changes against 
him* The State Department gave him his passport without further 
procedures, as the last thing the State Department had in mind 
was giving him a fair, hearing etc* He said his case was similar 
to that of Otto Nathan* 

"Mr* Foreman pointed out that it cost over .$25? 000 
to handle the Kent case through the State Department, District 
Court, 3- judge Court of Appeals, 9-judge Court of Appeals, and 
the Supreme Court* He said this illustrated how expensive it 
was to assert the Constitutional right to travel, and that 
many could not afford to follow this procedure. He said he 
talked to many scientists, none named, and that some expressed 
the fear of seeking Fullbright awards and similar awards which 
would necessitate foreign travel, because of the present 
bureaucratic practice* He said that some of these scientists 
were afraid that their membership in the Young Communist 
League and such organizations, in their youth, might cause 
them embarrassment in their present scientific positions. He 
also mentioned that a Hamilton, Ohio businessman, trained as 
a physicist, applied for a passport and was denied a passport 
without explanation. He said that the businessman then 
dropped the matter as he didn’t have the money to fight the 
adverse decision. However, the businessman’s boss apparently 
was outraged, and he wrote to the State Department* The boss 
being a ’big’ contributor to the Republican Party, got the 
desired result quickly as the businessman received his pass- 
port - again without explanation. This ’victims’ story is 
reported in the Saturday Review (letter to the editor)* 

"Foreman pointed out that former Secretary of State 
Dulles went to China in the 1930* s, that Dulles tried to 
seek peace between China and Japan, and that Dulles otherwise 
acted in a way that was inconsistent with the official State 
Department view. He gave credit to Mr. I«F. Stone for 
divulging Dulles’ secret, and he pointed out that Dulles had 
much of that information expunged from the official record 
before the ’China Papers’ were officially released. He also 
said that if Dulles were anyone else and sought a passport, 
it would be denied* 
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“He said that former Sec. of State, Dean Acheson, 
probably paid no attention to the 'passport problem* when 
he was holding that office, i.e., underlihgs were handling 
all the details, but that be later wrote a book and admitted 
that the State Department policy was a mis take 0 

"Mr, Foreman then said that there was a good chance 
that the Unamerican Activities Committee (House) could 
successfully thwart the Supreme Court's opinion in the Kent 
and Briehl cases because the Administration, Senator Eastland, 
and Representative Walters are 'pushing* for legislation to 
accomplish this. He concluded by quoting former president 
Truman, in a speech made before a group of college students 
(I believe he said TJ, of California), when Truman said 'The 
Most Unamerican thing in America today is the Unamerican 
Activities Committee,' Foreman said that he did not always 
agree with Truman, bub he did concur in that expression, 

“At a later period in the meeting, Mr, Foreman 
appealed for contributions and said that *we* will pass the 
hat,. Mr, Abe Bloom and others passed out slips of paper 
(blue) which were printed. Those slips were for the members 
to fill out so that they could receive certain publications 
of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, At this point 
Mr, Foreman expressed the opinion that *we' should 'talk up' 
the subject matter of the meeting with others, and that we 
should do all we can to preserve the Constitutional right to 
travel. Earlier in his speech, Mr. Foreman said that he was 
pleased that we could hold such a meeting in Washington today, 
and he indicated that this was not always possible. 

“Leonard B. Boudin pointed out that had he been 
representing Mr. Foreman when the *7 foot Marshall' visited 
the latter, that he probably would have given him the same 
advice. He explained that the American people were not aware 
of this situation at that time, but if he were in Europe he 
would have heard of the activities of a State Department 
employee named Agnes Synder (spelling uncertain), Agnes, it 
seems, like the Marshall - but smaller in stature, would ask 
to look at a passport and quickly 'toss' it in her desk drawer 
lock the drawer - hide the key - and then say thank you. He 
said the State Department was wrong to restrain the movement 
of lawful citizens because they might do something unlawful 
after they left the United States. He ridiculed the State 
Department's policy, as he said that if Communists were given 
passports we ought to be glad to get rid of them => and if they 
were not Communists - why should we be concerned, 
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"Mr. Boudin also discussed Mr. Rod O'Connor and said 
that Mr. O'Connor lied when he addressed a meeting of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars (V.F.W.), when Mr. O'Connor said that 
what was involved was 'the newly discovered right to travel*. 
Boudin said that O'Connor knew that the Supreme Court view 
had the support of the press, and that the Solicitor General 
admitted, on oral argument, that there was a constitutional 
right to travel o 

"Mr. Boudin also said that the State Department did 
not comply with the Kent and Briehl decisions. He said that 
those passport applications which would have been denied prior 
to the. court decisions, were now 'frozen upstairs'. The 'frozen' 
applications were then released and granted if subsequent court 
action was threatened or brought. He denounced Rod Connor 
and the State Department for collaborating with the Senate^ 
Internal Security Committee and the House Unamerican Activities 
Committee. Boudin also denounced Rod O'Connor for revealing 
the names of 6 people in a speech before the V.F.Mo, as having 
obtained passports under the new policy. Those 6 people were 
said to represent a danger to the United State s 0 He mentioned 
that the Eastland Bill was now pending before the Senate, and 
that it had a provision permitting the denial of a passport 
if the applicant had been or was presently, a member of any 
organization on the Attorney General's List. This according 
to Boudin, was ridiculous. He also said the current bills 
have general phrases such as 'internal security' etc., which 
cover everything conceivable. 

"Boudin said that the various bills before Congress 
would permit evidence to be withheld from a passport applicant, 
and cited Rod O'Connor as saying that this was necessary. 

"Boudin mentioned the experiences of Foreman and 
Nathan when they were brought before the Committee (Unamerican 
Activities Committee) in a re-run of the Paul Robeson and 
Arthur Miller proceedings. He said Foreman and Nathan would 
not 'give up their passports, and Foreman was never 'cited'. 

Nathan was later 'cited' and subsequently acquitted on another 
matter. Boudin said that he had invited Mr 0 Arends, counsel 
for the House Unamerican Activities Committee to attend the 
meeting, but Mr. Arends wanted a formal invitation and apparently 
did not attend. 

"David Rein said that Claus Fuchs and Burgess and 
McLean (English) were cited as examples of the kind of people 
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"the State Department said they wished to prevent from getting 
passports, when the State Department (Murphy and O’Connor) 
testified in support of emergency legislation to nullify the 
Kent and Briehl decisions. He said this in his speech, but I 
left this out unintentionally. 

"Clark Foreman thanked everyone for his or her 
contribution to .the sponsoring organization and said that 
those who wished to could mail their contributions in latero 

"Miscellaneous - 

"I noticed the following people in attendance at 
the meeting: 

"Mr. Abe Bloom 
Mrs. Abe Bloom 
Mr. I.F. Stone 
Mrs. I.F. Stone 

"Many of the faces were quite familiar but I did not 
know their names. 

"A man who appeared to be in his early forties sat 
next to me at the meeting. He appeared to^be well educated and 
was well spoken. He had a beard. He said that he was in the 
field of medicine and was attached to University Hospital in 
Baltimore, that this hospital was connected with the University 
of Maryland, and that he drove up to Washington, from Baltimore, 
for the meeting. He asked me whether I had heard Mr. Rein and 
Boudin speak before, and when I answered no » he said that they 
were excellent. 

"In a pseudo - question and answer period, the man 
from University Hospital gave his personal experience as an 
example of how insidious the ’fear® engendered by the hearings 
etc., on the subject matter of passports could be. He said 
he was studying medicine in Holland when the State Dept, tried 
to take away his passport. He said he retained Mr. Boudin a s 
his counsel. He finished his studies so he .apparently won in 
his battle with the State Department. When this man’s passport 
was running out he asked a very good friend to ’simply' pick 
up the blank renewal forms for him. This friend first agreed 
but later refused to pick them up because he was afraid he 
might get into trouble later himself. 
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"Mr. Boudin pointed out that the University 
Hospital man would be, if he was not so now, one of our outstand- 
ing men in psychiatry. Mr. Boudin said he would not mention 
that man’s name. 

"After the meeting, a woman came over and shook 
hands with the Univ. Hosp* man and said ’aren't you Max?'. 

He said yes - and warmly greeted her. 41

The House Judiciary’s 
action in voting out both HR 3 and the NELSON bill, at closed 
hearings, within 2 to 3 hours total elapsed time, indicate how 
cynical matters are in the House. Even C ELLE R seems only able to . 
limit his work to °no’ votes. No leadership, really, by House 
liberal leadership. There is still time to work. The Minority 
report will take at least 2 weeks to prepare. • Problem is, how- 
ever, that bills have gone to House Rules Committee where SMITH 
sits as chairman; anything can happen, and unexpectedly. Our only 
hope, as anticipated before leaving LA, is in the Senate; even 
there, however, hearings on all anti-Court bills are over and sit 
in a sub-Committee which does not seem to have one single Senator 
on our side.

An informant advised on June 16, 1958, that the 
Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms was organized _ 
in Los Angeles, California, in January, 1952, for the announced 
purpose of supporting a number of individuals from the medical 
and legal professions who had been subpoenaed to appear before 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 

Since its establishment, the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms, in extending its scope, has worked 
for the abolition of all Congressional, State, and local 
committees investigating subversive activities and in the latter 
part of 195^- became very active in opposition to State and 
Federal legislation directed at the Communist; movement, 

FRANK WILKINSON, Executive Secretary of the Citizens 
Committee to Preserve American Freedoms, is described by the 
informant as the "brains and energy" behind the organization. 

The Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms 
is not a membership organization. It is an Executive Board 
with a large mailing list which builds up support behind 
particular issues rather than behind an organizational 
program.

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I. F. STONE, who described himself as a former 
newspaperman, acted as chairman. He stated that over the 
past decades, a few people have fought for the freedoms 
of many and that 30 people in the U.S. were about to go 
to jail for exercising their belief in the First Amendment - 
the right to assemble, argue and be heard. The meeting was 
to honor these fighters for liberty. STONE said that 
the following 6 people, all "First Amendment defendants", 
would breifly tell their story: 

WILLIAM A. PRICE stated he was a former newspaper- 
man, He said that 10 of the 30 wlrst Amendment defendants" 
were present at the rally and noted that the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities would return to NY on 11/16/59, 
to investigate the Puerto Rican community. He urged the 
audience to mail postcards distributed at the meeting in 
order "to run this committee out of town". 

BERNARD SILBER (phonetic) stated he lost his 
job because of his refusal to inform before the Committee 
but he managed to retire and is now on pension. 

CHANDLER DAVIS, a mathematician, spoke briefly. 

PAULINE FEUER said she was residing in New 
Orleans and was 6 weeks away from obtaining a masters 
degree when she was called' before the "Eastland Committee". 
There she was "branded" an enemy which caused her to lose 
friends but at the same time complete strangers became 
her friends because of her stand before this committee. 

Local attorneys, because of her notoriety, refused to 
handle her case. 
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HERMAN LIVERIGHT stated that in 1955 , he was 
a program director of a local TV station in New Orleans 
when he was called before the Committee . As a result, 
both he and his wife quickly lost their jobs. He claimed 
pride in the fact that he was the director of the first 
integrated TV program in New Orleans. 

CARL BRADEN of Louisville, Kentucky, stated that 
there is a terrific struggle underway in the South to 
protect the Bill of Rights and the First Amendment. BRADEN 
said that "we" in the South must fight to preserve the 
First Amendment - guaranteeing freedom of assembly and. 
speech before integration and freedom for Negroes can be 
acheived. He attacked various state" inquisitional committees". 

The chairman introduced CORLISS LAMONT (sitting 
qn the stage) and OTTO NATHAN (sitting in the audience) as 
two people who had been tried but acquitted of contempt 
of Congress charges. 

TOM NELSON of the Los Angeles Citizens Committee 
to Preserve American Freedoms, read a mock condemnation 
and appeal for the abolition of the HCUA, which had been 
prepared in wording similiar to the Declaration of 
Independence. The Los Angeles Committee sent "hails" 
but not "farewell" to LLOYD BARENBLATT, one of the 
defendants soon to surrender for his prison term. 

ERNEST MAZEY, a UAW unionist from Detroit, 
spoke and stated that if the fight for the First Amendment 
is to be won, it must be carried to the people. He said 
that people appearing before the Un-American Activities 
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Committee have been "labeled" as Communists and that the 
CP has been accused of attempting to overthrow the Government 
by force and violence ; yet, it is claimed today that that 
Party is virtually destroyed. 

FRIEDA KIRSCHWAY (phonetic) announced as "Editor 
of ‘The Nation* ", read several congratulatory letters, one 
of them a telegram from IRVING DILLIARD, Editor of the 
"St. Louis Despatch" and a greeting from ALEX MICKLEJOHN. 

PETE SEEGER, a "First Amendment 'defendant", 
sang three songs. 



RING LARDNER, Jr., "one of the Hollywood Ten", 
was introduced by I.F. STONE .--He in turn was to introduce 
LLOYD BARENBLATT. LARDNDER related his experience as one 
the "Hollywood Ten". He stressed the importance of public 
opinion in the struggle to preserve the First Amendment. 




LLOYD BARENBLATT received a standing ovation. He 
was one of two principal speakers and related his experience 
in being called before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. He told of his decision to invoke the protection 
Of the First Amendment rather than the Fifth, which decision 
ultimately resulted in the first test case before the Supreme 
Court. His decision was based upon a desire to challenge 
the House Committee upon the legality of inquiring into his 
personal beliefs. Even though the Supreme Court upheld 
his conviction for contempt of Congress and must surrender 
himself for a prision sentence, he felt that he is morally 
correct. BARENBLATT said that to purge oneself before an 
investigating committee of the charge of heresy, "an act of 
faith is required - being the complete willingness to inform 
on others and to put oneself at the disposal of the pursuit 
of the inquisition." 
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HARVEY O’CONNOR was the next speaker. He said 
that not only are 30 Americans who believe in the First 
Amendment going to Jail, hut because of the Un-American 
committees, thousands have lost their Jobs and millions 
cowed*. into silence. He claimed that social progress in 
the U.S. has stopped since 1938, the date of the founding 
of the first committee (Dies Committee), and that its 
purpose and that of its successors, has been to defeat 
social progress - slum clearance, education and public 
health. He lamented the lack of interest by the public 
and U.S. press on the First Amendment cases. He called 
for the abolition of the HCUA. O’CONNOR made the appeal 
for donations - subsequently announced as totaling $1105. 

Chairman I. F. STONE attacked the police informer 
system by stating that the Director of the FBI has written 
that the informer since Biblical times to the present has 
been an established police procedure. STONE sarcastically 
commented that JUDAS ISCARIOT and BENEDICT ARNOLD are two 
fine examples of informers. 

STEWART MEACHAM was introduced, who in turn 
introduced the evening’s second principal speaker. Dr. 

WILLARD UPHAUS. UPHAUS received a standing ovation. 

He stated that h6 is the only First Amendment defendant 
who has been charged by a state "inquisitional" body* and 
that he was held in contempt of the Superior Court of 
New Hampshire because of his refusal to surrender guest 
lists of the World Fellowship Center at Conway, New 
Hampshire, which he directs. He announced that when 
he is recalled by the court to purge himself, he will 
again refuse to surrender same as he cannot act the 
role of the informer as to do so wou^d destroy the 
reputations of numerous people who have stayed at his 
camp to enjoy the scenic beauty of New Hampshire'. The 
consequence of his action could mean a life sentence. 

He called upon the audience to write to Mr. WYMAN (phonetic). 
New Hampshire State Attorney General, protesting the court 
action, as well as to Senator STYLES BRIDGES. 
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The rally ended at 10:50 p.m. 

Printed postcards were distributed at the rally. 
One, directed to a Congressman, Washinton, D.C., requests"'" ' 
the Congressman to support any legislation abolishing the 
HCUA and/or denying it funds. The second was a pledge 
card of the Committee of First Amendment Defendants, Radio 
City Station, P.0. Box 564, NYC, 19* These items are 
maintained as exhibits lAo and 1A5 in instant 
file. 



The rally was preceded by the odorous presence 
of a stink bomb. 

Dr. ANNETTE RUBINSTEIN and ISIDOR NEEDLEMAN were 
observed in the audience.

I. F. STONE presided at the meeting. 

After a few general introductions in which he described the 
meeting as one of appeal and protest he called on several of the 
speakers to say a few words who were on the platform. They were, 
for the most part persons who had been prosecuted for the taking 
of the first amendment and were under sentance. 

Each told of his particular case and of the great trouble and 
havoc it had brought on their lives, especially that dealing with 
employment and social chastisement. 
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PETE SEEGER entertained with several folk songs and tried to 
get the audience worked up but there was a notable lack of 
enthusiasm. FREDA KIRCHWEY read greetings from the editor of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and from other First Amendment 
defendants who were unable to be present. 

HARVEY O’CONNOR took up the collection after an appeal. 

Several persons gave checks of 100 dollars and almost everyone 
in the hall gave at least one dollar. There was approximately 
$1000 collected. 

The final speaker and the main one for the evening, was 
LLOYD BARANBLATT who gave a long and impassioned speech to 
the effect that his taking the First Amendment was a matter 
of principle and love for the Constitution, that he was a 
God-fearing man and a pillar of his church and that he could 
not and would not do or say anything that would bring slander 
and trouble on his fellow men. He stated over and over that he 
intended to remain firm and refuse to name anyone under the 
First Amendment and that he knew that he would be vindicated 
in the end. 

There were about three hundred and fifty persons present.

STONE presiding as Chairman, and approximately 300 
present . 



In addition to the roster of speakers, there was present 
one "MARY" of Brownsville, who is a member of the Brooklyn 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear policy. Present also were 
ANNETTE KUBENSTEIN, Mr. MCMANUS (who once ran on the 
Independent-Socialist ticket) and several members on the 
Sobell Committee. 



"MARY" of Brownsville, Brooklyn, Is a woman about 50- 

55 years* of age, about 5 ft 6" tall, weighing about 175 
lbs fair complexion, rather ruddy, pale blue eyes, and 
eyeglasses, light brown hair with gray, large nose, harsh 
features . 



Mr. I. F. STONE first introduced WILLIAM PRICE, a news- 
paperman who gave a two-minute talk on the legality and 
necessity of the First Amendment. 

Following Mr. PRICE, the following persons spoke for a 
period of about two to 5 minutes each, along the same or 
similar lines, some of them describing their experiences 
after having taken the Fifth Amendment in an effort to 
avoid testifying before the Un-American Activities Committee 
Mr. I, F. SITONE introduced each speaker with appropriate 
<r— — def^ipfions of their background and experience - and in 
add3bion to the subject of the First and Fifth Amendments, 
various other subjects were brought into the talks in- 
cluding the "Cold War", "McCarthyism", "Witch-hunts",

Meeting was interrupted by a collection and it was announced 
that ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN had contributed $10 and the Sobell 
Committee - $25. Mr. and Mrs. MC MANUS had given $10, and 
there were announcements of many other contributions. At 
the conclusion of Mr. UPHAUS' speech, the meeting concluded.
